THE SALOON-KEEPERS. 

The Association of Liberal-Minded Citizens 
(Verein Freisinniger Buerger) held a meeting 
vesterday afternoon at the hall of the Swiss 
Mennerchor, No. 45 North Clark street.

A canon of divorce was submitted yesterday to 
the Lower House of the Episcopal Convention 
by the House of Bishops. Ii strikes straight at 
the root of loose marriago relations by withhold- 
ing the sanction of the Church from divorces 
obtained for any other reason than adultery. 
Ministers are forbidden by thie canon to 
solemnize the marriage of any <civorced 
person whose spouse is still living, ex- 
cept the innocent party to a divorce on 
account of adultery, or persons 
been divorced and wish to be remarried. 
The Convention, we believe, has taken a good 
stand for the right, and at a good time. If this 
canon should be adopted, the Episcopal Church, 
at least, will have done all in her power to fixihe 
principles of her children. The example may 
well be imitated by other churches of every 
denomination.

Special attention is again directed to the pro- 
ceedings of the Woman’s Congress in this city, 
which are being fully reported in Tur Tripuxs. 
It is not every day or every year that a large 
number of intelligent and respectable women 
meet to discuss matters of interest to the sex. 
Such an event, when it does occur, ought to be 
given proper dimensions; aud thoughtful men 
and women shonid be the first to recognize its 
importance. The papera read in the Congress 
yesterday are typical, anda mere glance at tho 
titles will show tbe high tone of the discussions. 
Mies Ella Mitchell's subject was ‘Fallen 
Women”; Dr. Mary Safford Biake’s, “‘ Our In- 
heritence with Reference to Prenetal Influ- 
ences”; Mrs. Julia Ward Howe’s, “ Influenee 
aud Literature of Crime,” and Dr. Mary 
Lee's, ‘The Kelation of Women  Phy- 
siclans to Society.” Dr. Blake’s paper 
will be found as entertaining reading as novel, 
aud all of them are meritorious. It is an opvi- 
ous reflection on the day’s proceedings that the 
writers and speakers were too much disposed to 
reason by induction, collecting en imposing array 
of facts, and not making the best possible use 
of them. Whether this circumstance is con- 
lirmatory of the popular belief tuat woman's 
perceptive faculties are developed at the expense 
of the reflective, may be left fur doctors to de- 
cide.

The session of the Episcopal Convention in 
New York on Monday last was characterized by a 
very creditable dispiay of patriotism in the dis- 
cussion of resolution introduced by the Rev. 
Dr. Noah Hunt Schenck, in relation to the ac- 
ceptanuce of an invitation to attend a General 
Conference of the English-speaking Church, in 
England, in 1875. The debate which ensued 
showed very clearly that they looked upon this 
invitation ae being of the same character as that 
which the epider mede to the fy when he songht 
to induce him to enter bis parlor.

Then, again, none of 
the delegaies had seen any outrages taemselves.

The 
slaughter of a single piccaninny before the eyes 
of adelegate would have made a better story. 
However, albeit the outrages were somewhat 
cold comfort, the Convention warmed iigelf up to

its dear Federal Government to keep on sending 
soldiers. Mr. Kennedy, the representative of 
North Carolina, was wicked enough to say that 
there bad been no outrages in his State for a 
year, and that life was as safe there as in Massa- 
chusetts. He waa promptly snubbed and made 
aware that he was out of place in a Convention 
called to manufacture murders. Mr. Davis, of 
Georgia, offered a resolution indorsing Civil 
Rights. The delegates sat upon Mr. Davis 
and his resolution. Nothing more was 
heard of either of them. The last two 
acts of tho Convention were the appoint- 
ment of a permanent Commitiee on Outrages, 
charged with the daty of providing outrages in 
sufficient numbers to justify Federal inter 
ference as soon as the South repudiates Repub 
licanism, and the election of an Exeeutive Com- 
imittee of ten. The majority of the ten are un- 
known, bat we recognize the familiar names of 
Dorsey, of Arksusas; Pinchback, af Louisiana, 
and Spencer, of Alabama. With this trio of 
patriots controlling Southern affairs, the coun- 
try is safe, 
TOBACCO AND SANCTITY. 

Itis always a matter for covgratiulation when 
a teacher of morais and a spiritual guide shows a 
delinquency of any sort, or manifests a tendency 
to indulge in small earpa) delighia. Lt relieves 
a certain conventional grimness and primness, 
which are habits rather than necessities of the 
cloth. The white choker does not seem so 
rigidly en regie, the buttons do not appear to be 
in such mathemathicaliy-orthodox straight 
lines, and the general fashion of the man docs 
not suggest .contribution-boxes and long-metre 
psalms, at first sight. The peccadillo marks 
the connecting link between the shepherd and 
the sheep; it gives him a flavor, at least, of 
humanity ; dispels the suspicion that wiugs may 
already pin-feather the clerical shouidera, and 
establishes a common ground of sympathy be- 
tween sinner apd saint. A man without failings 
cannot successfully attract or arouse men with 
failings any more than a person who has never 
had the small-pox can be a thoroughly-success- 
ful nurse in a hospital devoted to the treat- 
ment of that dire disease. The more eminent 
the preacher who has the peccadillo, the more 
room is there for congratulation. 

For these cod other reasons, we read in the 
English papers with a feeling of delight that 
Spurgeon hae a peccadillo—a weakness in com- 
mon with the jarger partof human beinge—that 
he has been publicly assailed for it, and that he 
has publicly defended himeelf. His weakness is 
a cigar. The publicity of his weakness came 
about in the following manner: Spurgeon had 
been preaching to his flock upon the theme of 
habitual indulgence in small sing, andthe dan- 
ger that they might lead tothe commission of 
larger ones. Au* American clergyman who was 
present, aud who was aware of Spurgeon’s devo- 
tion to tobacco, arose and violently denounced 
the practice of smoking as one of the amali ains, 
and dehvered himself of a blast against the pro- 
duction of the weed which created quite a com- 
motion. Br. Spurgeon, however, was equal to 
the occasion, for he arose and madea brief but 
very thorough defense of smoking. After 
having triumphantiy established the fact 
that it was not a sin at all, little or big, he boldly 
announced, forthe edification of his American 
brother, that by the grace of God he hoped to 
enjoy a good cigar before going to bed tiaat 
wight. This was gall aud bitterness to the 
American brother ; but worse was to come, for he 
shortly after informed him that he smoked to 
the glory of Grod. 

This sentiment, uttered by a worldling or a 
heathen, would appear very shocking to a Chris- 
tian, but, uttered by a Christian, it does not ap- 
pear very shocking to a worldling. When sifted 
down, it will be found full of good sense and 
truthful application. We once knew a preacher, 
who Was « movi exemplary Chrisiian and lover 
of good things, to preach a Thankegiving ser- 
mon, in which he advised his tlock to go home 
to their turkeys and plum-puddings, and praise 
God with their stomachs. The good man did 
not state an absurd or irreverent proposition. 
It is possible to serve both Ged and 
the Devil through the medium of the 
stomach. A well-cooked. dinner, served 
at a reasonable time and eaten in healthy 
moderation, shows an appreciation of the 
bounties supplied by Providence, strengthens 
the eater for divine work, and makes him ct 
peace with all the world and kindly disposed 
towards allmen. Let the same man partaxe of 
champagne and fried oysters aiter midnight, and 
be will arise in the morning with bitcer feeliogs 
towards that power which planted tae oyster in 
ity, bed, and the cook who enveloped it ig batter ; 
that power which hid the juice in the grape, and 
that man who corked ite thousand devilsin giases. 
He will be full of the gall of bitterness, and may 
even wish be weredead. The cigar is « 
case. We have bo doubt thas its nes helps Mr. 
Rpurgeon comtivate ts fhe glory ef God: Bes 
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instance, Mr. Spurgeom comes home sai 
night wearied with the labors of the 
day, and the mental apd physical atrain 
of addressing such vast muititudes as he is 
accustomed to meet. He eais his supper, and 
then sits Gown with his feet on tho fender and 
smokes his ciger. Ite grateful aroma promotes 
digestion, relieves his nerves, calms and soothes 
the whole map, stimulates his energies, resis 
his tired head, and superinduces reflection and 
meditation, and he retires to his couch and 
sleeps the aleep of the just, and rises tho next 
morning refresbed for his day's labor, instead 
of being tired out with restless tossing and bad 
dreams, Hia cigar has tended to the glory of 
God, becanse it bas given him fresh strength to 
do God’s work. It is possible, however, even for 
Mr. Spurgeon to serve the Devil with his cigar. 
If his cigar makes him sick to the stomach, or 
deranges his system in any manner ; if hesmokes 
bad cigars; if he smokes in omni- 
buses and cars; if he leaves Mrs. 
Spurgeon’s apholsteries full of the horrible odor 
of stale smoke ; if he knocks the askes off into 
the piano and spite on the floor; or in any man- 
ner conducts his fumigation so as to vex the 
gentle soul of Mra. Spurgeon, he is serving the 
Devil more than he is serving God, and the result 
will be sooner or later that he will find bimself 
ina cave of gloom. Bet Spurgeon is no such 
man. Ke knows the gentle uses of the cigar too 


well to abuso them, andthe thanks of all lovers 
of the weed are due to him for the high moral 
and religious grounds upoa which he has placed 
the cigar. They will continue to smoke in the 
goodly company of Hooker, Baxter, Milton, 
Hobbes, Parr, Spurgeon, Gen, Grant, and other 
good Christians, with moro satisfaction than 
ever.

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PENNSYLVANIA RAILWAYS. 

The Railway Monitor recently contained a 
condensed report of the Auditor-General of 
Pennsylvania, including returns from all rail- 
roads that traverse apy portion of that State. 
One hundred and forty-five companies are repre- 
sented in the report. The New York Tribune 
has submitted it toa vory searching analysis, 
and reached the conclusion that, unless there is 
a radical change of policy m the management of 
railroads, the companies will find ‘* Grangers" 
in the East as determived as in the West, and 
‘*more to be feared.” The following is the 
summary given of the 145 companies :

From this table it appears that 239,000,000 of 
stock were paid in in 1873, and 2 bonded debi of 
$70,000,000 incurred. What has been gained by 
this increase or paid-in stock and funded debt? 
If the means realized from these two sources 
have been expended tn the construrtion of the 
104 miles of main line and 408 miles of branch 
roads, which are all the table takes any account 
of, the cost of a mile of road is the enormous 
amount of $212,000. It is said that $45,000 is a 
liberal allowance for the building and equipping 
of a mile of road. What has become of the odd 
$85,000,000? The Tridwne intimates that to an- 
ewer tius question it might be necessary to look 
farther than the figures of the revorts, possibly 
into the pockets of the several Boards of Di- 
rectors. There are, at least, the Tribune thinks, 
$60,000,000 of the 85,000,000 which cannot be 
accounted for at all. 

The $60,000,000 are charged to ‘* construction 
accounts.” Here is the rootof the whole evil. 
These ‘‘ construction accounts” are the cover 
under which the railroads have been plundered. 
The bonds by which the above immense sum was 
obtained were issued not to meet construction 
expenses, but to pay the operating expenses and 
a dividend to the stockholders. Such manage- 
mentof railroad property is not conducive to 
prosperity. If persevered in, it will most cer- 
tainly end in financial ruin, and tbrow discredit 
on all railway bonds. 

THE LABOR QUESTION. 

There is scarcely a country in which labor does 
not stand orgavized and arrayed against capital. 
It is 80 especially in Germany, in France, and in 
England. In this struggie of Labor and Capital 
it is interesting, and oecasionally amusing, to 
observe how the material characteristics of these 
three peoples crop out. The French workman is 
impre*ticai,dreamy, orwre, revolutionary; the Ger- 
man, metaphysical and full of syetem-building ; 
the Englishman, eool, practical, and rational. 
Tre Frenchman would improve the condition 
of the laboring class by proclaiming a 
new and radical gospel of the rights 
of men and the rights of property. 
The differences between employers and em- 
ployes be would reconcile by abolishing at one 
stroke the rights of capital. To the French re- 
former capital is ‘‘accumulated shame,” or 
‘*theft,” or ‘assassination ;” end the man who 
gaves his earnings and so becomes an incipient 
capitalist is a ‘* traitor to hie brethren.” . This is 
the most dangerous kind of warfare that can be 
waged against capital. It is destined to end in 
temporary anarchy aud eventual! despotism, the 
natural reaction from anarchy. The German re- 
formers, a8 repreaesoted by the Democratic 
Socialists, find their national exponent in I’erdi- 
naud Lassalle. Assuming that 96 per cent of 
the community have no capital at all, they 
assert that the State must enter into competi- 
tion with the 4 per cent of the population which 
revresents the capitelists, and must support labor 
aesociations. Of course the State can in the 
long run obtain tho capital it needs to support 
these labor associations only from the owners of 
property: and thus it is called upon to despoil 
these for the sake of the non-propertied classes. 
In the end, the system of the German reformers 
ie no better than that of the French. It does 
that indirectly which the French does directly. 
The propertied classes are deprived of their pos- 
sewsions in the one case a6 in the other for the 
benelit of the now-propertied classes. In En- 
gland the case is different. There no such mad 
social theormes preveilas in France. No such 
impracticable schemes are advocated as in Ger- 
many by the Socialist Democrats. English- 
men may uot be silways wise. They 
ere seldom or never wholly impractical. 
They have fora great many years been hon- 
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ciliation. It isa very serious question whether 
Trades-Unions have accomplished, or cap ac- 
complish, any good in promoting the interests of 
the working classes. But, then, as Mr. Brassey 
says, they at least do but little harm. it is a 
compliment to the intelligence and good sense 
of ibe English people that taey resort to their 
agency to improve their condition rather than to 
revolutionary doctrines or revolutionary acts. 
Co-operation, another measure resorted to for 
the same purpose by the English workmen, puts 
them in a very favorable ligit, a3 contrasted with 
the French and Germans. Still, even co-opera- 
tion has rot yet produced the beneficial results 
which were expected from it. Workingmen do 
not seem overanxious to enter into co-operative 
societies; and those who do enter them begin 
immediately to feel that they have ali the rights 
of workmen capitalists, and that they are not 
workmen pure and simple. 

The co-operative principle, in its latest form, 
may prove more successful than it has been 
hitherto. Mr. Brand, its originator, offers to 
allow the laborers who work on his farm to in- 
vest in the farm any money which they may 
save; and he pays them the same interest that 
he obtains on his own capital. 

Besides these means of encouraging amicable 
felations between Capital and Labor, to which 
we are indebted to England, there is one other, 
and a very ofticient one. It has been put in 
auccessful operation by the Messrs. Akroyd, of 
Halifax, England. That firm made it a rule to 
receive deputations of their working people with 
the utmosi courtesy whenever they brought de- 
manda for.an increase in wages, and to continue 
deliberations with them until a solution satisfac- 
tory to both was reached. Ifthis course were 
pursued by all employers it is likely that there 
would bo fewer strikes than there are. Mr. W. 
E. Forster testified before a committee of the 
House of Commons that his workmen had never 
struck, and gave as the reason that he invariably 
gave careful attention to the complaints 
they might have to bring before him. 
Undoubtedly other employers might pre- 
vent the occurrence of atrikes by a 
similar course of procedure. It has been used 
on only a smaliscale thus far. There is no rea 
son why itehould not be more extensively ap- 
plied. It would be more efficient and less waste- 
ful of wealth in its operation than strikea or 
Traaes-Unions. 

What other forms the effort to reconcile the 
differences of Capital and Labor may assume in 
the futars, it useless to speculate. Heview- 
ing the labors ef the different nationalities, 
however, to solve the problem, we feel justified 
in concluding that in England first it shall find 
its solution. 
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THE ARTS OF AYER. 

The connection between patent medicines and 
politics is not apparent on the surface. It may 
be that a man who has humbugged his fellows 
oy means of the first thiaks he can do so by 
means of the second. However this i, the two 
most noted inventors and vendors of patent nos- 
trums in this country—Dr. Jayne and Dr. Aver 
—have bot striven for political honors. Jayne 
competed with Simon Cameron once or twice for 
the United States Senate. Cameron's superior 
knowledge of the ways and means of buying 
mon gave him the victory. Ayer has been 
striving to findsome Massachusetts community 
which was willing to nominate bim for Con- 
gress. He has at last succeeded. The Seventh 


District, if the Republicans carry it, will be 
represented im the next Congress by Dr. J.C. 
Ayer. In the event of his election, he will 
doubtless shower upon bis admiring constituents 
Patent-Oflice Reports and patent medicines to- 
gether. The Cincinnati Gazelle vouches for the 
truth of a little story about Ayer, which is worth 
telling. It illustrates the man and the condition 
of the country at the same time. We do not 


know whence the Gazet/e gets its information, 
but this is what it says: When Morton, im bis 
capacity as Chairman of the Senate Committee 
of Privileges and Elections, was keeping Cald- 
well, of Kangas, on the anxious seat by invesii- 
gating the bribery that is alleged to have given 
him bis position, Dr. Ayer interviewed a promi- 
nent Congreseman from Massachusetts. He 
wanted to know whetber Morton really meant 
tofpunish bribery, and whether the Senate would 
foliow bile lead and expel Caidwel!l if the latter's 
guilt was proved, Both questions were an- 
swered in the affirmative. Withengaging frank- 
ness, Ayer went on to eay that a friend bad writ- 
ten him that the Florida Legislature bad a Sen- 
atorial seat for sale at the upset price of $200,- 
000, and that he bad been thinking of closing 
the bargain, but had decided to find out first 
whether there was any danger of losing bis seat 
and his money together. The astonished Con- 
gressman strongly advised against the invest- 
ment. Ayer thanked him and took the advice. 
The result was that Mr. Conover, of New Jer- 
sey, instead of Dr. Ayer, of Massachusetts, rep- 
resented Florida in the Senate. 


One of the most deliberate and atrocious mur- 
ders ever perpetrated on American eoil was 
enacted a few weeks agoin Holt County, Mo. 
A lad of 17 years, who had been arrested on the 
charge of horse-stealing, and had by the advice 
of his attorney pleaded guilty, was lynched bya 
party of disguised men. He wasin charge ofa 
Constabie at the time, and was being conveyed 
from Bigslow to the county seat at Oregon. Theo 
party gave lum a mock trial and hanged him. 
Next day a Coroner's jury, beforo whom 
Rico, the Constable, testitied, foand that 
he had coms to his death a: tas hands of 
persous uvkoown. The Sheriff of Holt County 
has procured indictments against eight of the 
lealing citizens of that county. Their chief, 
apparentiy, was Mr. Barnes, the attorney who 
appeared for the poor lad’s defeose, and urged 
him to plead guilty; a second was tke son of the 
Justice before wnom the preliminary triai was 
had; athird was one Catron, who was foreman 
of the Coroner’s jury; # fourth, the Constable 
who aided in the murder and testified before the 
jury; afiftn, the officer who made the original 
arrest. These meno actually met together 
and banged the lad for wanton sport. They are 
now in jail, deny the charge, and threaten that 
every witness who appears to testify against 
them sbail ehare the faite of the murdered lad.

County officials in the mild and Edenlike State 
of Missouri wust have grea: difficulty in comiag 
to @ satisfactory understanding with life-ia- 
surance agents. Every arrest, apparently, is 
made under coverof a double-barreled shot-gun 
charged to the muzzle with that wholesale per- 
foraiing apparatus known 6s buckshot, the offi- 
cer usually being compelied in turn to dodge a 
shower of pistol-balls. Sometimes he escapes 
with a whole skin, but usually dies with a load 
of lead in him, which must increase his fighting- 
weight materially.

Being neces- 
sary, it presumes, and with threats and advan- 
tages lords it over the consumer. The strong 
hand of the law achea with the effort to hold it 
in restraint. The Pall Mail Gazelle narrates an 
incident which occurred in London, but might 
have been narrated as characteristic of gas com- 
panies in New York, Chicago, Hyde Park, or any 
other city or town. A gas conzumer who had 
been a customer of the Phenix Gas Com- 
papy for seventeen years, and paid his gas 
billa regularly, 
for a new meter, which was given 
him. His subsequent bilis were very large, and 
he had the meter tested. The Government In- 
epector condemned it, and the consumer, a res- 
taurateur, cajled oa the Company to give him 
auother. The second request was complied 
with, when the consumer was to!d that if he did 
not pay the full amount indicated by the defect- 
ive meter his gas would be cutoff. He applied 
at once to a Magistrate, when a reduction was 
gladly made by the Company, and a fair sum 
agreed upon. The Company now announced 
that if the bill was not paid in three days he 
would be deprived of light, and the threat was 
fulfilled. ‘Ihe Secretary of the Company was 
summoned by the restaurateur, and fiaed by 
the Magistrate, who, under the law. threatened 
to impose a fine of £2 and 23 shillings costs for 
every day that the restaurateur wae deprived of 
gas. The restaurateur has millions of sympa- 
thizers in the world, for if there is anything hos- 
tile to human happiness it is a gas company. 
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The great Philadelphia Centennial ig yet afar 
off ; but suggestions are probably in order, and 
the sooner made the more likely are they to be 
carefully weighed. We have 2 suggestion to 
make which may possibly be interesting. As the 
event ia to be thoroughly American, we would 
suggest the reprezentation of a characteristic 
drama, or, if time permiis, of a series of them. 
There aretwo or three such in the conntry, more 
or less good, as, for instance, Mark Twain’s new 
“Gilded Age,’’ Murdoch's ‘“‘ Davy Crockett.” 
and even the much-abused and bighly-sensation- 
al ** Arkansas Traveler,” played by Mr. Chanfrau. 
But there are not avy truly American pieces 
in which the greatest of living American actors 
can shine to aivantage. This want can be sup- 
plied by the greatest of ali dramatic authors— 
Shaskepeare. No play could be selected for tho 
occasion more appropriate than the lofty tragedy 
of “Julius Cwsar,” and certainly none other 
would give tue three great tragedians of the day 
equal opportunity than this would. Each of the 
three would pluy his best character—Edwin 
Booth, Jfare Antony ; John McCullough, Bru- 
tus; and Lawrence Barrett, Cassius. Sucha 
cast is never lixely to be found in the ordinary 
events of dramatic history, and no occasion but 
that of a great national festival could call these 
three artista together. The remainder of the 
cast could be supplied by other great artists; but 
the adaptability to the rolea named of the three 
we hgve mentioned should give weight to the 
suggestion.

In this country we are graduaily coming to 
look upon physical punishment as the relic of 
an age of barbarism long tince gone bv. Dela- 
ware is the only State which retains the whuip- 
ping-post as one of the terrors of the law, and 
even this has been regarded of late vears as a 
scandal upon the present state of society and the 
enlightenment of the age. In Great Britain, 
however, a popular feeling is gaining ground 
that the ‘‘ cat,” which had fallen into disrepute 
there as here, was the only proper remedy for 
certain phases of crime, and the only mode of 
appealing to certain degraded natures. In 
the garroting excitement which occurred in Lon- 
don ten years ago, the use of the ‘cat” was 
suddenly revived for the benefit of persons 
arrested for robbery with violence. Tho 
effect was magical. In one fortnight 
after tho introduction of the rope's-end garrot- 
ing in London ceased. The *‘ cat” has still been 
retained for crimes of this kind. The Town- 
Council of Glasgow has at last seen the admir- 
able effect produced by flogging hardened crim- 
inals, and, by a decisive vote of 83 to 3, has 
agreed to memorialize the Governmant to extend 
to Scotland the power of punishing with the 
lash the crimes of robbery with violence, wife- 
beating, and all offenses ia which the knife is 
ussd. The memorialists include as fit subjects 
for the lash professional thieves who have been 
three times convicted. The last clause is not 
generally looked upon with favor, but the prin- 
ciple that deeds of violence and cruelty should 
meet with a punishment of tne same kind ap- 
pears to be accepted with marvelous unanimity. 
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Recently in London a gentleman was attacked 
at an early hour in the evening by a number of 
women, one cf whom felled him to the ground 
by a skillful blow under the ear. While in this 
prostrate condition, the remainder of the vic- 
tims of the Tyrant Man went turough him as 
speedily and completely as any of Mike McDon- 
ald’s gang could have done it, and got away be- 
fore the public arrived. As 1t is one-of the cardi- 
nal principles of the woman's movement that 
woman ought io be allowed to do whatever she 
could do as well as aman, and that the Tyrant 
Mau has no right to monopolize business of any 
kind, we preewme it is out of order to offer any 
objections to this particular effort of the weaker

Srr: At the last meeting of the Board. of 
Education itgwas moved to abolish the office of 
First Assistant in the public schools. Will

firmed by the Board, shall hold their offives until the 
close af the school year, unless sooner removed,

By the above showing the Board of Education,

The pamphiet just published by Col. Stoffel in 
his defense has created a paiufal impression 
here, for the further revelations are not much to 
the credit of anv one concerned.
